South African Boneseed Threat:- Plants of this 
Bone seed (Chryg^uithemoides monoliferum) have been 
identified by Launceston F.N.Club Gecrfctai^y, I.Ir, 

John Simmons, as growing in Launceston's ^ataract 
Gorge. All steps to eradicate it must be made now... 

It has an attractive, bright yellow flower of six 
petals. Round bone-coloured seeds, each about one- 
third the size of a pea, form in clusters and a 
large mature plant will produce hundreds of them. 
They nrevextreraely tough and will live in the soil 
many years 0 In South Africa it is not considered a pe 
because of biological control, mainly by the Red-wi 
starlings feeding in great flocks on its ripening 
seeds. In Victoria, the Bird Observers' Club, the 
Geelong F.N.C and other groups have had some suceesr 
at the You YangB by "pulling" in selected areas, bul 
this must be followed up for several seasons. 

The Bo&sseed has been declared a "noxious weed" 
in Victoria.
